Bedclothes of Paper. 


A paper-making h'rm in New Jersey 


has for several weeks been turning out 
counterpanes and pillow-cases ol paper. 
No. I,,pianilla paper is used, two large 
s'boets l*ing held together by a slender 
tw5ne at intervals of three or four 
inches; the twine is gummed so as to 
hold tJlo sheets firmly together where 
it lies. A hem is placed on the coun- 
terpane io k«ep it *r°m tearing; the 
safety edge is composed of twine. 
Or- 


namental designs are stamped on the 
outer surface ot the covers and pillow- 
cases, giving them a neat, attractive 
appearance. 
When the counterpanes and pillow 


cases bucoma wrinkled from use, they 
can easily bo smoothed out with a ho 
flat-iron. The counterpanes can be let 
on the bed when it is occupied, and In 
cold weather will be found a warm 
covering, paper preventing the escape 
of heat The new paper bed-clothing 
is 75 cents per set, and will probabl 
become very popular. — Paper Maker

"In no other parts of the United 


states, however, could an outbreak oc- 
ur aud so little real damage bo done. 
.'ho country is rolling ami mountain- 
ue. covered with gramma and buffalo 
;ra«aea. aud habitable only here and 
here in. spots that resemble desert 
ases. The country is not agricultural, 
lining and cattle-raising aro tho chief 
ursuits of the settlers.

a pet bear oil' he had with him and 
instantly leaped forward himself. His

)een of him till the next March, when 
lis corpse was discovered among some 
bushes at the mouth of tho river, seven 
miles below, very much mutilated, but 
recognizable by a handkerchief tied 
around the body.

J., was a special leaper for twenty 
years or more, jumped from amazing 
heights. at Niagara twice before he tried 
the Genesee rapids, and challenged the 
inspection of admiring thousands to 
the realities of his feats.

urniture, as he picked up a chair and 
mrled it on the lloor with all his might, 
.'ho chair bounded high »u tho air, uut 
ame back into its original shape with- 
ait a sign of a crack anywhere. "Wo 
use no glue, and consequently our 
work stands any climate," ho added. 
•Our firm were originally lumbermen, 
>ut aboul forty years ago wo wont into 
his kind of work, and BOW our eight 
actories turn out from four to five 
housand chairs a day. The wood used, 
ind it is the only proper one, is tho 
Austrian beech, a beautiful, straight- 
gniined wood, which is really tho 
itaudard wood of Austria. The sticks 
ire turned down to tho right si/.o and 
aper, steamed n»l bent, tho iron 
crews and sockets*) ut in, and tho chair 
s ready to bo varnished aud put to- 
elhor. It used to tako us over an 
iour to do the steaming, and tho wood 
vas weakened by the process. Now 
vo do it by a patent process in throe 
minutes, and the grain is actually ren- 
dered closer and the wood strengthen- 
ed by tho treatment. Then the screws 
,ro put in while it is soft aud the wood 
airly grows around them, 


•We havo specimens where we've 


iad to dig tho screws out. You could 
not split tho stick; it was just like pa- 
ler pulp. Tho wood never shows any 
endency to go back to its original 
shape, and it never warps. 
All our 


work is hand-polished; there is no shel- 
ac varnish used. By taking the chairs 
apart three dozen can bo packed in the 
space of a cubic yard, and rescrowod 
together in a few minutes after un- 
lacking. In urico they equal Iho ordi- 
lary domoslic chair, cosling $80 a doz- 
en. They aro finished iu rosewood, 
ebony, mahogany, aud walnut imita- 
.ion colors and in tha natural beech 
color. 
Our chairs were introduced in 


.his country at the time of tho centen- 
nial. They were first used in saloons 
and cafes, for which they aro especial- 
ly fitted, their indestructibility coming 
.n well iu case of a free fight, but they 
are beginning to bo used in private 
louses. Besides chairs, we make bed- 
steads, hat-racks, cradles, lounges, and 
all sorts of knickknacks for the Aus- 
:rian market, but it does not pay to 
export them." 


After leaving tho Austrian tho re- 


porter wandered down into Park place, 
ind listened to the representative of 
a well-known firm of rattan furniture 
Maker,?. "Kalian furniture is an es- 
sentially American institution," said 
this dealer. 
"Occasionally we send a 


few of the more costly chairs to En- 
gland, but tbo home market takes all 
that wo can supply. There aro two 
lirius engaged in the business, ono in 
Wakclicld and tho other in Gardiner, 
Mass. Our chairs cost from $5 to $50 
each, llattan is also beginning to bo 
used for screen-doors, matting, etc. 
Mr. Vanderbilt has his Japanese room 
lined with it, I believe. Rattan grows 
wild in swamps in tho East Indies, 
whore no white man cau live. At tho 
joints grow loaves and sometimes flow-

sons of tho year and shipped to us in 
twelve-feet lengths. Tho smallest size 
is one-eighth of an inch in diameter 
and costs $1 a pound. From this it 
runs down to 12 cents a pound for that 
about one-half inch in diameter, and 
then tho price goes up to 20 cents for 
the largest, which novor exceeds an 
inch iu diameter. 


"The bark forms tho cane that is 


woven uito seats, and tho pulp fur- 
nishes the skeleton of the chair.

Tho business of importing rattan is 
large. Tho firm which controls tho 
trada started with $4,000 capital.

From General Fitz John Porter's 


contribution to the Century Illustrated 
War Series in the Juno number wo 
quote the following; 
"As if for a final 


effort, as tho shades of evening were 
coming upon us, and tho woods were 
filled with smoke, limiting the view 
therein to a few yards, tho enemy 
again massed his fresher and re-foruied 
regiments, and throw them in rapid 
succession against our thinned and 
wearied battalions, now almost with- 
out ammunition, and with guns so foul 
that they could not bo loaded rapidly. 
In preparation for defeat, should II 
come, 1 had posted artillery in largo 
force just in rear of our center and lolt,' 
ready for any emergency — and es- 
pecially to be used against a successful 
foe, oven if his destruction involved 
firing upon some of our own retreat- 
ing troops, as might havo been neces- 
sary. 
The attacks, though coming 


coming like a series of apparently irre- 
sistible avalanches, had thus far made 
no inroads upon our firm and disci- 
plined ranks. Even iu this last attack 
we successfully resisted, driving back 
our assailants with imtuenso loss, or 
holding thorn beyond our lines, except 
in one instance, near the center of 
Morell's line, where by force of num- 
bers and under cover of the smoke of 
battle our line was penetrated and 
broken; this at a point whero I least 
expected it. This was naturally tho 
weakest point of our lino, owing to tho 
closer proximity of tho woods liold by 
tho enemy. Cuder this cover they 
could form, aud with less exposure in 
time and ground than elsewhere, aud 
launch their battalions in quick suc- 
cession upon our men. I bolioved I 
had guarded against tho danger by 
strongly and often re-enforcing the 
troops holding this part of the lino. 
Here tho groater part of McCall's and 
Slocum's forces were used. Just pre- 
ceding this break, to my groat surprise, 
1 saw cavalry, which 1 recognized as 
ours, rushing in numbers through our 
lines on tho left, and carrying oil with 
sudden fright tho liiubora ol our artil- 
lery, then prepared to pour their irre- 
sistible fire into a pursuing foe. With 
no infantry to support, aud with ap- 
parent disaster before them, such of 
tho remainder of these guns as could 
bo moved wore carried from tho llcld; 
some deliberately, others in baste, but 
not in coufusion." 


Bee Stlnes. 


POOS do not sting except in self-de- 


fense, writes a correspondent of tho 
New England Farmer. 
The beokeop- 


er goes from hive to hive removes the 
.covers,, admits tho light, very unwel- 
pome to the bees, takes apart the brood 
nesf, finds the queen, takes her in his 
hand, and parries her away, and not a 
sting is received, and he wears neither 
veil nor gloves. If he bo a farmer, ho 
may run in from the field to hive a 
swarm with his arms bare to the elbow 
and be poj, stung, apd yet (thousands of 
bees Hy around tyiin, and many alight 
on his person. 
But every beekeeper is 


stung more or less, and the stings, for 
the greater part, are the result of the 
keeper's carelessness. 
In handling a 


frame, he docs not soo the bee beneath 
tho top bar, and places a finger on him. 
A sting follows, as a matter of course. 
It sometimes happens, bowoyer, that 
two or three bees, often only one, are 
determined to sting. IQ opening a hive, 
a single bee may take a bee line for the 
face, and this baa must be struck down 
and killed, The bee likes planed sur- 
faces. He makes slow headway crawl- 
ing in tho grass where the blades twist 
and turn and anger bim. Hence while 
crawling upon the back of & hairy 
hand, the bee is incited to sting. 
The 


beginner in bee culture should learn at 
once what effect the boe-sting has upon 
him. Upon some persons the bee pois- 
on, and poison it is of the most viru- 
lent kind, has very little effect 
The 


swelling about the place stung may be 
covered with a 8-cent piece. 
Upon 


others the effect is different. 
A bee- 


keeper known to the writer, if stung on 
a finger, will be inflicted with an un- 
comfortable swelling to the shoulder. 
The arm is twice its natural size, and 
the swelling does not subside for six or 
seven days. It is not exactly painful, 
but certainly uncomfortable. 
Hence 


this bee-keeper must wear gloves and a 
veil. When a single sting doubles the 
size of an arm it is best to be protect- 
ed. Some bee-keepers who suffered 
from one sting when they began api- 
culture aro not affected now seriously 
by a dozen. A physicfon says that if 
marked swelling follow a bee-sling the 
person's blood is impure or weak, but 
this is not the solution probably.

found below. 


The potatoes might have been 


tip and warmed nicely in a cream grav; 
with a bit of chopped parsley;

meat under the cold water faucet, 
remove all traces of the milk dressing 
and then, after carefully drying them 
have been cut up and fried as Ljon 
aise potatoes, with a piece of the gree 
onion top c.it very fine and wtrme 
with them.

A Snug Fortune linked Kadi Year Out •

Huge wire* baskets with hoistin 


gear of iron chains have been rigged I 
all of tho fourteen dtimps on the Sort 
and East rivers, and Italians may b 
seen every day soaking rags in th 
baskets. The idea of tho unique niachin 
wo* borrowed from the dog pounc 
The rig is fixed upon the end of tb 
pier. 
When the basket is full it is le 


down into the water, and the tide i 
left to do the washing. 
Every poun 


of dirt washed out of the rags repre 
seats the loss of a cent and a quarter 
the average price of rags at wholesale 
and many a. dollar is hopelessly sun' 
in the river that way. 
Tho board c 


health and Maj. Bullard, chief of th 
sanitary police, who got up the wash 
ing business, are hold responsible fo 
this outrage. 


The ash-barrels of the city, befor 


their contents are finally dumped int 
tho sea, are made to yield quite $.0,00 
a year to nearly ono hundred Italian 
who handle the refuse at the dumps 
This is exclusive of tho rag-pickirg 
tho streets, which still goes on in spit 
of police prohibition. Tho city gets iti 
share of the profit. 
Tho work of trim 


ming tho scows, or in other words, 
packing the dirt evenly before they ar 
sent out to sea, is sold by tho city t 
one Tom Roach for $120 a wook 
Upack hires tho privilege of sortin 
over the refuse as tho cart dumps the 
loads, and of pinking out what is wort 
having. He is, however, merely th 
middleman, nod Jose C'icarllla, a 
Italian, is the real contractor. I 
pays to Koach, or his equivalent, 
bonus of $'20 a week for bis contrac 
and hires a sufficient number of h 
countrymen at from 85 to $7 a week t 
do the work. At present his staff em 
braces ninety-four men, whose dut 
it is to sort over and trim daily a scow 
load of refuse at each dump, exclusir 
of the waste-paper gatherers, who form 
a sort of skirmishing line at the dump 
helping a little, and receiving a pi 
tante of $1 or $1 50 a week from th 
sub-contractor, and all tho waste papo 
they can find. Tho aggregate amoun 
of money paid to this army of scaven 
gers in tho course of tho yoar by tho 
boss is between $30,000 and SIO.OOC 
Some of them live under the dump 
others in cheap tenements, all in squa 
lor and misery. 


Bags and bones arc the principa 


sources of revenue of tho ash-heap: 
Soma rags are much more valuabl 
than others, but, taken as a whole 
they bring It cents a pouud. The lo: 
in weight is caused by tho new orde 
to w»ah them before thoy are packe 
in bags and sent to tho junkshops, au 
the extra pay of tho four men who ar 
needed to handle the baskets are moi 
than made up for by tho greater yiel 
since the police began thoir systeruat 
raid on the ash^barrcl 
ragpickers 


Though hooks are plied slightly, yet 
every street a change bus already bee 
worked. 
Seventy-five or eighty rag 


pickers have been locked up in static 
cells for disobeying tho law, and i 
Little Italy it is beginning to be unde 
stood that the health officers mea 
business.

peck.

Pronunciation and Character. 


The pronunciation of English is oft- 


en regarded as a touchstone which re- 
veals whether a person is well or ill 
bred, and to a certain extent the ob- 
servation is undoubtedly true. Pro- 
nunciation is one of the outward and 
visible signs which most quickly be- 
trays the lack of culture, and which, 
although the speaker may wear good 
clothes, betrays also the presence of 
vulgarity. But there are two classes 
of persons who can not be set down as 
either vulgar or uncultured, yet who, 
at the same time, entertain radically 
different views concerning the pronun- 
ciation of numerous English words. 
Ono of these persons occupies what he 
is pleased to call a commonsonse posi- 
tion, which may be explained as fol- 
lows: A word in common use is popu- 
larly pronounced contrary to the me- 
thod given by a majority of the lexico- 
graphers, yet such pronunciation has 
the sanction of one or two good au- 
thorities, as allowable, although per- 
haps not preferable. 
One common- 


sense man says "there is authority for 
tho p6pular pronunciation, and I pro- 
pose to adopt it rather than make my- 
self conspicuous by speaking different- 
ly from ninety-nine out of a hundred 
of my countrymen." Tho person who 
represents the other class is a strict 
purist. 
The ono person accommo- 


dates himself to popular usage when- 
ever ho can find reasonably good au- 
thority for doing so; tho other is un- 
bending, and claims that common use 
has no right to acknowledge, but that 
what he considers the best must always 
rule.—Utica Herald.

The peculiar and striking beauty of 


the variegated marble of Tennessee 
has arrested the attention of builders 
in every part of tho United States. 
Not only is it now used for ornament- 
ing buildings, both public and private, 
but it is largely consumed in the man- 
ufacture of furniture. 
This marble 


exists in great abundance in the coun- 
ties of Hawkins, Hancock, Grainger, 
Jefferson, Knox, Roauo, Blount, Mon- 
roe, McMinn and Bradley in East Ten- 
nessee, and in Franklin, .Moore and 
Maury, in Middle Tennessee, and Hen- 
ry and Benton, in West Tennessee. 
The best, however—that of the finest 
grain and susceptible of the highest 
polish—is found in East Tonnossee. 
Fashion rules in the shades of the col- 
oring. 
When the colors are blended 


into each other in the stone it is re- 
jected for fine work. The most pop- 
ular is where the white spots are dis- 
tinctly outlined on a ground of red 
or variegated, and quarries of this kind 
are considered 
extremely 
valuable. 


Tho variation of coloring is infinite. 
Dr. Jernagin collected for tho Bureau 
of Agriculture nearly 100 varieties, all 
differing in the arrangement of colors. 
This industry is developing rapidly. 
Five yoars-ago there were bmVfour ot 
five quarries in East Tennessee. The 
Industrial Itevfew, at Knoxville, now' 
reports forty. And this rapid increase 
lg doe to increased demand. It now 
commands a price 28 per cent greater 
than the white Italian marble, and is 
used for every purpose for which that 
celebrated marble is used except sculp- 
ture.—Nashville (Tenn.) American.

Ladles Co-operativo Schemes. 


Ladies are beginning to practice co- 


operation in a small way, and they find 
it pays. We have heard of a party of 
three or four, who wear tho samo sizo 
of gloves, that buy a dozen pair at a 
time and 'divide them around. They 
also buy stockings, 
handkerchiefs, 


towels, sheeting, muslin, underwear 
and other things wholesale, and in this 
way they save the dealers' profit. This 
is hard on the middlemen, but in these 
days of reductions and shrinkages of 
incomes it would seem to be a measure 
of legitimate economy. Wo hear talk 
among them, also, of the Utopian .feli- 
city of living so near together that they 
can further economize in the way of 
help by hiring ono-firat-class cook to 
do tho cooking for the four families. 
In this way they could secure better 
living than now, when each family 
whether of two or ten, has each a 
middling cook of no ability beyond the 
common. This strikes us as an ad- 
mirable idea. It is just as easy to 
cook for six as two, or for a dozen as 
six. If things were so arranged—and 
they certainly could be—as to co-oper- 
ate in cooking, laundry work and 
other matters, housekeeping might be 
so simplified as to become a business 
combining comfort and pleasure in- 
stead of a toil and task beyond the 
mental and physical ability of most 
women to conduct in the best manner.

grindsloues in the public mind," said 
a dealer in thoso articles, whoso placo 
was visited by a reporter yesterday. 
"One is that they ore going out of uso 
and the other tliat they explode. 
In- 


stead of going out of use, just the con- 
trary is Iho fact, for moro nro used 
now than over before. 
Why is this? 


Because of improved cutting machin- 
ery that requires tho aid of grindstones 
to keep il in perfect condition. 
As for 


their exploding, as you read about 
every onco in a while, Hint's all non- 
sense. 
They do not explode. 
But 


they do break, scattering themselves 
about some and hurtiug people. Hut 
this is duo to their being mounted 
wrongly, not to anything of an e.\plo- 
sivo nature about them. 


"Whore do most of tho grindstones 


couie from?" was asked. 


"From Franco and Germany chielly. 


Somo come from England and some 
from tho western part of this country. 
They aro found in. Ohio, but not at all 
in tho oast. The Ohio stones aro good 
for rough grinding, but Iho French 
and German ones aro tho best, because 
thoy can bo used for liner work—for 
flat surface grinding and for cutlery. 
I send a great many of them to people 
in tho far west, oven to Nebraska and 
Calitornia. I also ship them to Central 
America. Canada, too, buys many in 
this city. Tho largest grindstone 1 
ever sold was fifty-four inches in diam- 
eter and had au eight-inch face. 
Tho 


size most generally sold is a twenty- 
four inch diameter with a three to 
four inch face." 


"What do grindstones cost?" 
"Tho smallest is 11 three-inch diam- 


eter, two inches thick. 
A ninglo one 


of thoso costs 30 cents and $'J.76 a doz- 
en. One teu inch in diameter, two 
inches thick, costs 90 cents. 
Ono thir- 


ty inches in diameter, four inches 
thick, costs $8.50. Ono thirty-seven 
inches in diameter, seven inches thick, 
costs $18.50. A grindstone forty-eight 
inches in diameter, eight inches thick, 
which is the largest in the regular lists, 
costs $40." 


"What do other sharpening stones 


cost?" 


"They are mostly sold by the pound. 


The Arkansas oil-stono, which is six to 
eight inches long, costs $3 a pound 
the Lake Superior oll-stoues from 40 to 


! CO cents. Sandstones sell at 5 cents 


and tho Hiudoostau kitclien-stono at 'M 
cents. 
Tho white Wichita oil-stone 


brings from 35 cents to $1, 
Wo sell i

with tho mire that was brought in by 
ill-shod feet from tho unpaved roads. 
The rush strewor was an important olli- 
cial of tho royal household, and tho rush 
bearings, which are still familiar festi- 
vals in the country places, aro but tho 
remnant of tho ancient usage connect- 
ed with tho days of rush-strewn, f'oors. 
It is mentioned as a special feature of 
tho luxurious stylo of living adopted by 
Thomas a Becket that his dining-roora 
floor was daily covered with straw or 
hay in winter and with green branches 
in summer, that the guests for whom 
there was not room at tho hoard might 
sit on the floor without fear of soiling 
their clothes.
